REBELS CON«:ENT«ATING. 


Preparing to Make Lam Stand at 


ITIaiabon. 


Manila, March 24—Two Spanish pris- 


oners, who escaped from Polo, report 
that the Filipinos have concentrated 
their furces at Malabon and Polo. They 
say there is only Aguinaldo's body 
guard at Malolos and that the rebel 
leaders apparently intend 
to 
stake 


their fortunes in the fight at Malabon 
where it is expected an engagement 
would take place yesterday. If de- 
feated, rebels intend to dispose to the 
swamp and mountains. The rebels are 
putting their Bolos in front, believing 
the Bolomen's charges will avert bul- 
lets. The Bolos of the Filipinos greatly 
•outnumber the rifles in their hands 
The rebels admitted they could not 
stand the American shells and bayonet 
charges. The escaped Spaniards cor- 
roborated the stories 
fold of 
food 


shortage among the rebels and added 
that their hospitals were short of sup- 
plies. 


The enemy is extremely active in the 


vicinity of Malabon, preparing de- 
fenses and evidently ~ anticipating an 
attack. They keep well under cover. 
A small body, however, emerg'ed from 
a jungle on the extreme left yesterday 
and fired upon the Kansas troops in 
the trenches, fatally wounding Pri- 
vates Cohen and Miner. The Oregon 
volunteers and Twenty-Second regu- 
lars marched to the front today. The 
Third and Seventeenth regiments have 
disembarked from the Sherman. Gen- 
eral H. G. Otis' brigade struck their 
tents this morning and an early move 
Is probable. 


CUBAN-SPANISH RANCOR. 


Governor General Brooke Issues an 


Important Order lo End Strife. 


Havana, March 24—That Cuban and ' 


Spanish rancors and hatreds, out- ' 
growths of the war, are still actively 
cultivated In Cuba is evidenced by the 
communication recently sent to Gov- 
ernor General Brooke by Senor La- 
nuza, head of the department of jus- 
tice and public instructions. He says 
it is a matter of daily occurrence that 
in different parts of the islands pro- 
ceedings are taken against those who 
belonged to guerilla and other Spanish 
forces during the war for crimes im- 
puted to have been committed at that 
time.

FELLOW POND MURDER. 


The Trial of Dr. ftancy Gullford Enter* 


on Another Dreary Grind. 


Bridgeport, 
Conn., March 24—The 


'Yellow Mill pond murder trial in which 
Dr. Nancy Guilford stands accused of 
killing Emma Gill, this morning began 
another dreary grind and the earlier 
hours of the proceedings gave no in- 
dication that the case would develop 
anything today less tedious than the 
introduction of further evidence to es- 
tablish the crime. Mrs. Guilford's de- 
meanor showed an improvement in her 
physical condition. She was accom- 
panied today by her daughter Eudora, 
who has been absent from the court 
room two days on account of indis- 
position. There were fewer spectators 
than usual in attendance. 


The first witness of today was Super- 


intendent of Police Birmingham, who 
was on the stand just one hour. The 
officer's testimony concerned only the 
identification of certain stones and 
wrappings which were found with the 
various portions of the dead girl's 
body. The second witness was Frank 
Montignani, photographer, who testi- 
fied he photographed twice the head of 
the body. The question involving the 
admission of these photographs'as evi- 
dence occasioned lively objections from 
the counsel for accused, but the court' 
ordered the admission of the pictures j 
as exhibited. Detective Cronan -was | 
next called to satisfactorily supple- 
ment the testimony of Superintendent 
Birmingham on the identity of a piece 
of rock.

Clara Eleanor Gill, sister of the vic- 


tim, took the witness stand after re- 
cess. She identified a picture of her 
sister taken three years ago. She 
seemed very much affected and could 
hardly keep back the tears. A few 
minutes later, when called upon to 
identify the picture of the victim s 
severed head, Miss Gill broke down 
completely for a few minutes and wept 
like a heart broken child. Henry Gill, 
the father, was next called to the wit- 
ness stand.

Germany Questions Authority 


4f Two Consuls. 


Weight of Testimony Thus Far Is In Favor of 


America and England. 


Washington, March 24.—The Berlin 


authorities have communicated very 
freely on the Samoan situation within 
the last few days and. as a result of ex- 
tended dispatches from the foreign office, 
Ambassador Von Holleben has presented 
a long note to the state department cov- 
ering the latest phases of the case. 


It is understood that the German ad- 


vices confirm the arrival of Admiral 
Kautz. and the convoking by him of 
a meeting of all the officials on the llth 
instant, but they do not show what re- 
sulted from the meeting. The German 
view is evidently one of apprehension 
lest serious results may grow out of the 
meeting, in which event the German 
view is that the responsibilities should 
be borne by, those bringing about the j 
meeting. 
Further than this, questions j 


are arising as to the extent of authority 
of the British and American consuls, ! 
acting 
together, 
to 
do anything 


without the concurrence of Consul Rose 
of Germany. 
The German view evi- 


dently holds that the Berlin treaty 
requires the three consuls to act unani- 
mously. 
Another question is as to the 


right of a naval commander to take any 
political action. 
The Berlin treaty, in 


their view, would restrict the rights of 
naval commanders within very narrow 
limits, leaving them simply to execute 
what the three consuls, by unanimous 
agreement, determined upon. In view cf 
the questions involved, news of Admiral 
Kautz's action, following the meeting of 
the llth instant, is awaited with much 
Interest, and not^. little concern. 


Admiral Kaiuz ims sustained fully the 


action of the chief justice of Samoa, so 
far as his investigation has gone. Ever 
since the first news of the emeute at 
Apia last January, tl»e department of 
state, the German and British govern- 
ments, have been separately pursuin? 
Investigations into the matter, and it 
was in pursuance of our branch of the 
inquiry that Admiral Kautz was sent 
to Apia, 
It is not understood that his 


investigation is complete, but at the 
point where he stands he has felt 
obliged to sustain the conclusions 
reached by the United States consul, 
Luther Osborne, and th" chief justice 
himself." It a<so appears that these con- 
clusions are in exact accord with those 
reached by the British naval command- 
er, Captain Sturd«e of the Porpoise, who 
was at Apia during the outbreak, and 
of Mr. Maxse, the British consul at 
Apia, who was also a participant. 


Thus theie is an array of four wit- 


nesses combined in their testimony, 
while opposed to them is the German 
consul, Dr. Rose. The German govern- 
ment is disposed >to stand firmly in sup- 
port of its representative, although it 
has been intimated to it that by his re- 
tirement Rose would facilitate a sat- 
isfactory and speedy adjustment of the 
complications in Samoa. It is manifest- 
ly irrjiossible for the United States to 
discredit its representative, the chief 
justice, or for the British government 
to repudiate Mr. Maxse, in view of the 
weight of the testimony in their favor, 
so that a practical deadlock has been 
reached, »o far as this matter of chang- 
ing the representations of the three 
powers concerned at Apia is concerned. 


Our government knows nothing- as yet 


of the reported combined protest of the 
German citizens of Samoa against Mr. 
Chamberlain. 
If the German govern- ! 


ment cares to proceed to that length, it 
can, under the treaty of Berlin, request 
the United States government to with- | 
draw him. But in accordance with tha | 
provisions of the treaty if the United 
States does not care to accede to this re- 
quest, Mr. Chambers would continue i 
office unless the German government 
managed to secure the approval for its 
application of the British government. 


In view of facts above stated this is not 


likely to be had. These conditions lead 
up to the bel'ef that there is some danger 
of the repudiation of the treaty of Ber- 
lin, and In the present temper of the 
parties it would not be surprising if 
this happened without an attempt en 
their part to replace it. 
But it is ba- 


lieved that even in that event some 
manner of modus vivendi will be pro- 
vided to prevent another auch clash be- 
tween the conflicting interests as hap- 
pened 10 years ago, resulting in the 
treaty of'Berlin.

THEIB QTJEEB HABITS AID CUSTOMS 
i 


VarlBM Kteis of CO»T«T«»««« IB 


Cie—How Goods Are Carried—The 
Qr»f* A*lM*4»-Cheap Fare* For 
Riding—How to Get» Carriage—San- 
itary Requirement*. 


The New York Post's correspondent 


at Manila, writing nnder tbe date of 
Feb. 1 about tbe habits and customs in 
the city and their effect on the Ameri- 
canization of the natives, says: 


Horses are not used in Manila for 


draft 
animals, and freight tracks, 


spring wagons, etc., are 
nnknown. 


Everything is-on two wheels in the ve- 
hicle line except the victoria pleasure 
carnages, and tbeee all have an under- 
cut for the forward wheels. Narrow 
streets render this imperative. If the 
Americans introduce trucks, only tbe 
light, undercut style will be practica- 
ble. Tbe art of carrying burdens upon 
the bead—for it certainly is an art— 
must be hereditary. Children practice 
it at an early age, and when 10 years 
old are already experts. I have seen 
women carry jars 18 inches tall in this 
way without touching them witb tbe 
hands, and I have seen a basket project 
far over to one side, balanced by a 
heavy object in tbe other end. Any- 
vhing under 50 ponnds always goes on 
top of tbe bead. 


Next in tbe scale of burden bearers 


are tbe cargadores. or Chinese and Fili- 
pino coolies, who carry heavy articles 
suspended from poles across tbe shoul- 
ders. Wbat tbe thousands of men en- 
gaged in this work in the city can ac- 
complish in moving heavy goods is truly 
wonderful. Everything bought in the 
stores is carried home in tbis way if 
it weighs less tban 300 pounds or is 
not too bulky to be bandied. Even tbis 
limit of weight is exceeded by having 
several cargadores work together. 
I 


bave seen four of them trotting along 
tbe street witb a piano swinging from 
ropes between them. Sideboards, buge 
marble topped tables, iron sofas, cases 
of beer, bales of hemp and an infinite 
variety of things are handled in tbe 
same way. Ten cents for a sbort dis- 
tance, equal to a nickel of onr money, 
is all tbey ask for tbeir services. In tbis 
way several thonsrnd men do tbe work 
of 100 delivery wagons. A family on 
the move locks like a Roman triumph, 
witb the soldiers carryjng the loot of a 
captured city 
Nothing is covered up, 


and a complete inventory may be had 
of the mover's household effects. 


Everything not practicable for the 


cargadores to handle is carried on two 
wheeled drags drawn by water buffaloes 
or carabaos. 
Tbese are sbort legged, 


stocky animals, somewhat resembling 
cows, witb bide tbe color of an ele- 
phant and almost devoid of hair. Tbe 
neck is long and tbe bead slender and 
crowned with huge, deeply wrinkled 
borns forming a perfect crescent. Tbe 
patisut ox of our country is hysterical 
in^ comparison witb tbe Butter calm of 
the water buffalo. It could win a slow 
race from a tortoise, yet it accomplish- 
es wonders in transporting goods. A 
plain bow of wood on straight shafts 
lies loosely across its neck. A small 
hempen cord tig<! to Us nose or to one 
of its horns completes its harness, and 
with this its master drives it, by some 
system I have not yet mastered, though 
apparently by merely shaking the rope 
on tbe side toward which he wishes it 
to turn, or if riding it by slapping it 
on tbe back witb tbe band, 


i 
Slowly and 
majestically it 
plods 


along, shaking its crescent horned head 
from side to side and in a way almost 
marvelous avoiding locking the points 
into tbe wheels of passing vehicles. 
Why there are not many accidents I 
cannot understand, for I have myself 
only escaped impalement several times 
by my agility: but. except wben on 
rare occasions one of them becomes 
frightened and starts down the street 
at a lumbering gait, tbey are less dan- 
gerous to pedestrians tban tbe little 
ponies drawing passenger vehicles. 


The buffalo lovea the water and may 


often be seen taking a bath, with just 
its nose and borns projecting above the 
surface. Without it the skin gets dry 
nnd bard in tbe bot snn. and the brute 
lies down in tbe street until its comfort 
is ministered to witb a few buckets of 
water from a hydrant 
It may easily 


be imagined wbat an obstruction to 
traffic in tbe narrow streets of tbe busi- 
ness part of town these buffalo carts 
bave become. The American papers de- 
mand tbat they be confined to the leas 
traveled streets, but this effort at Amer- 
icanization has not thus for been suc- 
cessful, ono reason for which being tbat 
tbe main thoroughfares are often tbe 
only connecting links between different 
parts of the city 
To drive them from 


these might require them to make quite 
a detour, witb the result that tbey 
would arrive the day after tomorrow 
instead of tomorrow, as tbey do now. 


Next in the upward scale is tbe Fili- 


pino poay. used almost exclusively for 
passenger purposes 
Tbis diminutive 


and much abused animal accomplishes 
inoru in proportion to bis size than any 
class of horses I ever saw before I bave 
seen him pull loads tbat an ordinary 
American borse of twice bis size would 
scarcely be able, to move. Two of them 
attached to a street car seem to bear 
the game proportion of size as tbe mice 
Ibat drew Cinderella's pumpkin coacb, 
yet they trot along with tba car at good ' 
speed, and when it is ready to start, 
after a bait, they tug and strain at it 
as though they would pull themselves 
out of tbe harness 


Their great defect is a somewhat ugly 


temper and an obstinacy tbat makes 
them balk frequently: but this, I think, 
ia due to tbe fact of never having been 
properly broken and to tbe ignorance of 
the native drivers of tbe art of handling 
korsei. Two troops of cavalry bave been 
mounted on these ponies, and tbey seem 
to be doing excellently will? them, 
though it is nomewhat smile provoking 
to. see a lusty American cavalryman , 
astride a little rat tbat scarcely keeps 
tb« man'i feet off tbe ground. Ibava 
bwa told that the Spaniards oaca un- 
dartook to improve tbe praed by import- 
log Arablani, but tbat the money ap- 
propriated went the way of all public 
funds in Spanish hands, the net result j 
being the importation of a few choao 


horeM, one of which brought tin glan- 
ders and epead it aU over the island. If 
transportation methods are to be Amer- 
icanized, better hones will have to be 
introduced. 


Besides the street or irani cars that 


these little ponies drag through the 
crowded streets, the drivers warning 
pedestrians to flee from danger with in- 
cessant equixoiings of a bamboo whistle, 
progress is made in a multitude of con- 
veyances. There are three classes of two 
Wheeled passenger vehicles—the carrq- 
mato, the cahsa and the quilez—each 
drawn by one horse. Tbe former two 
are different stylos of cart, having a 
single teat, facing to tbe front, while 
the latter is a bos covered affair, ,hav- 
ing two lateral seats, facing tbe center 
and intended to accommodate four peo- 
ple, if tbey are not too large, as many 
Americans prove to be, the driver sit- 
ting in front, at the ba<=f» of ths shafts. 
A heavyweight in the rear of the qnilez 
will bring tbe shafts up over the horse's 
bead until they point -about 30 degrees 
above the horizon. Tbis is considered a 
good excuse for balking on the part of 
the willful animal. I have seen the sud- 
den entry of a generously proportioned 
American lift the horse off his feet and 
bring the rear of the quilez to tbe 
ground 
Progress is naturally slow un- 


der such circumstances There are sev- 
eral hundreds of these vehicles in Ma- 
nila. 


No one ever walks here any distance. 


The Americans are considered wonder- 
ful walkers by the residents and also 
wonderfully foolish for being so. And 
no doubt they are, for walking under 
a tropical sun is unwise when riding ia 
so cheap. A quilez may be bad for 40 
cents (Mexican) an hour, equal to 30 
cents, with half that rate for additional 
hours, Alhambra cigarettes and lessons 
in Spanish from tbe driver included. A 
four wheeled victoria, milord or vis-a- 
vis, costs 60 cents for tbe first hour and 
40 cents for additional hours, but it is 
not easy to secure one, as tbey are not 
numerous. There is only one way to get 
a conveyance, and tbafis to go out into 
the highways and byways and gather it 
in whenever an empty one goes by 
without the driver stuffing his fingers 
into bis mouth to indicate that be is 
going to "chow." There is no carriage 
company and no stable where an order 
can be kft, and it is almost impossible 
to bave a carriage engaged for a specific 
hour. Even if sncb arrangements were 
actually made, tbe chances are tbe 
driver would hire out to the first man 
bailing him on tbe street while on bis 
way to keep the appointment. Here is 
another nut for the Americanizers to 
crack—viz, utter lack of responsibility, 
which is a prominent feature of the 
Filipino charatcer. The mucbacho, the 
cocheio, tbe cosinero and all the other 
oes are absolutely and utterly unrelia- 
ble. 


Then there is tbe commercial custom 


of asking twice as much for goods as 
toe dealer is willing to sell them for. 
Tbis ia an orientalism that is not con- 
fined to the ex-Spanish possessions, yet 
it is so thoroughly a characteristic of 
tbe Filipino that be carries it into every 
transaction of bis life, and we see the 
highest exposition of it just now in tbe 
apparent attitude of Aguinaldo and bis 
army in oppositio.n to the United 
States. I bave myself attempted Ameri- 
canization in tbis respect on a email 
scale by going oat of a store and refus- 
ing to purchase; then the dealer came 
down to my offer of 60 per cent of the 
original price. I would like to see a 
few good American stores started here, 
with delivery service, wrapping paper, 
string, one price fcr goods and clerks 
that wait ou customers and do not per- 
mit them to wander all over the place 
hunting for some one to sell them 
goods.

A more vilely 
filthy place tban Manila was when tbe 
Americans entered it would be difficult 
to conceive. Much has been done to 
purify it, but the habits of the people 
must be revolutionized. Strange to say, 
the Spaniards are even worse tban the 
Filipinos in some respects. Only yes- 
terday an inspecting officer fcund a 
Spanish physician's bonse whero the 
kitchen was not ten feet from an open 
cesspool, so offensive that tbe officer 
could scarcely atand it long enough to 
give the doctor orders to abate the ntri- 
sauce 
Personally very clean, so far as 


bathing their bodies is concerned—and 
frequent bathing is the royal road to 
health in this country—the people are 
surrounded with filth which they make 
no effort to remove. To make an Amer- 
ican city of Manila in this respect would 
fid a herculean task. 


The eradication of smallpox will be 


another difficult task. One is likely to 
stumble upon a case in the back room 
of any of the thousands of Filipinc 
joints throughout the city. It is piob 
ably here that our soldiers have picker. 
it up, or because their washing has beci 
done in such places. Systematic healtL 
inspection, with severe penalties foi 
concealing smallpox cases, accompanied 
by general compulsory vaccination 
would be necessary to reduce this e\ i 
to a minimum. Let not the American 
izers begin their self appointed task 
with their eyes shut.

A new idea baa been pat into opera- 


tion at Lexington. Ky.. by the Cincin- 
nati Southern railway for instructing 
and examining trainmen on the mean- 
ing of train rules as applied to the vari- 
ous pieced of apparatus which form so 
important a part in the successful oper- 
ation of the modern railroad. It ii 
called the "Murphy method," taking 
its name'from the originator, W. J. 
Murphy of Lexington, superintendent 
of tne Cincinnati Southern railway. 


Mr. Murphy has equipped the exam- 


ining room at Lexington with an elec- 
tric stereopticon and a large number of 
lantern slides showing the'signals, track 


; and apparatus of all kinds used on the 
' road. IJy projecting these views on a 


large canvas the trainmen are enabled 
to see the road equipment as it would 
appear tatbetn in the daily routine of 
work. lit has worked so successfully in 
examining the men on the Cincinnati 
Southern that it ia likely to be adopted 
by every railway in the country.

The town of Amesbury is establish- 


ing precedents. It is Joining hands with 
HaverhlU to demonstrate the value of 
Socialist officials and Socialist ideas. 
The latest departure from seneral cus- 
tom that the Socialists have secured In 
Ameebury fa the making1 public of all 
«wioas of the selectmen. The Social- 
ists made a strong fight on this point 
and carried it by a majority of 48 in a 
town meeting attended by 1,200 voters. 


There is great value in public ses- 
ilons of public officials, but th*re is a 
imit which should not he exceeded. 
>lttle if any gain will come from pub- 
lic sessions of selectmen of towns* It 
roust be remembered that there is al- 
most no analogy between a board of 
selectmen and a council or board of 
aldermen. The selectmen, discharge 
most of the duties of government and 
extreme publicity to all their deliber- 
ations will do much more harm than 
good. The matter of granting of li- 
censee may be mentioned as one of the 
duties selectmen discharge and it can 
easily be seen that unrestrained pub- 
licity to all meetings held for this pur- 
pose would not serve the best interests 
of the community. Men have not yet 
attained to that degree of frankness 
which permits them to say before the 
the whole people what they would say 
to a few, to a committee or to a board 
of selectmen in executive session for 
instance. 


A very serious objection to this 


policy of excessive publicity is the ac- 
cusation of untrustworthiness that is 
implied in it. Better work the other, 
way and develop a public faith so , 
that city and town officials will feel 
their responsibilities and meet fhem as 
important public trusts. The destruc- | 
tion of public honor would be the most

unfortunate thing that could happen, j 
Governor Pingree, a man after the ' 
Socialist's heart, was made exclaim ' 
the other day, "Hang it" (or a worse 
phrase) "won't you trust nobody?"

A prominent Brockton shoe manu- 


facturer proposes a colossal shoe mak- 
ing scheme on the co-operative plan. 
He urges the building of a factory that 
will give work to 5,000 operatives, the 
capital to be subscribed by other 
Brockton shoe men. He thinks there 
would be no difficulty in disposing of 
the output of the factory and be- 
lieves the market for the kind of shoes 
made could easily be controlled by the 
mammoth co-operative factory. The 
proposition is interesting because it 
Indicates to what extent the socialistic 
idea of the co-operative scheme has 
influenced the manufacturers. 
This 


case is by no means isolated. 
The 


thing is comparatively new to this 
country, but Lloyd says that one 
seventh of the people of England are 
interested 
in 
some 
co-operative 


scheme. The question Is, are we in- 
clining in the same direction? 


"Of coarse, I cannot forsee the work- 


ing of an economic law regulating the 
new science of business, 
which 
ap- 


pears to be combinations. But, on the 
basis of the large business conducted 
by the V/ashington mills, I can see no 
reason for any change in principles. 
Concerning the selling: of goods, it will 
be the policy of the combination to at- 
tract the trade as any merchant would 
do by making popular goods at popular 
prices, and catering to the trade in 
every way to invite their confidence 
and patronage. 
No radical steps will 


be taken in the methods of dealing with 
the trade, to whom we intend to extend 
every courtesy and accommodation 
consistent with a successful manage- 
ment of the business. Great economies 
are expected to be made in numerous 
directions, which can easily be done in. 
the interests of greater profits. Those 
who have the Impression that the ob- 
ject of the combination is to advance 
the prices of goods will be mistaken. 
We expect to meet all competition, and 
ought to 3o so easily, with the facili- 
ties at our command. We have the 
finest talent in the country, and the 
greatest assortment and the finest 
goods will be turned out and sold at 
low prices, which is in line with the 
general history of similar combina- 
tion in other industries."—William 
Wood, treasurer of the Woolen Com- 
bination. 


It costs to be progressive. The state 


of Massachusetts contains the most 
progressive people in the -world, bnt 
in the nature of things, the advance of 
these people cannot always result to 
their material benefit Under date of 
March 20 a dispatch was sent out from 
Fall Elver giving the intelligence that 
"the directors of one of the local mills 
were all ready to authorize its treas- 
urer to go ahead and open subscrip- 
tions, for 1500,000 of new capital to put 
into a new mill, the mill to be erected 
in Warren, R I," The inducements to 
locate in Warren are a free site for 
the mill and an exemption from taxes 
for 10 years. The Fall Elver men have 
figured this way; "The taxes are rated j 
at 3 per cent in this city and in War- 
ren one half- of 1 per cent, and a new 
mill In Warren would save its entire 
taxes and the value of the site. The 
mills there run 62 hours a week and it 
is figured with this excess of running 
time over Massachusetts and with the 
absence of,other restrictive legislation 
on the statute books of this state will 
permit the mill to make a great deal 
more money than they are now mak- 
ing in Fall Kiver." 
Thus it is that 


progressiveness costs. The laws of this 
state, fhe most equitable known to the 
human race, are the means of causing 
manufacturers to think of other states 
as more advantageous to their per- 
sonal ipterest. State rights are slow- 
ly assuming a new phase and it may 
be that the future will see a wider 
jurisdiction of federal authority to the 
end that the highest in the republic 
may be saved. Is not the industrial 
hearing at Washington prophetic of 
the future?

committed in Sharkey county, the Shar- 
key authorities were notified.

Constable Sylvester arrived* and the 
prisoners were turned over to him. The 
constable boarded the steamer Rescue 
with the negroes and reached Silver 
City with them. 
The negroes fell Into 


the hands of the mob near Silver City, 
were shot to death and thrown into the 
river. 
The feeling against these ne- 


groes had been very bitter on account of 
the disturbance at the Midnight planta- 
tion, where they, with two other com- 
rades, had fired upon two whites on the 
public road. A horse belonging to one 
of the white men was wounded, but the 
men were not harmed.

The same committee reported 
leave to withdraw on a petition for pro- 
tection of religious sects, other than 
Christian, on their rest day from arrest 
on civil process, citation into poor 
debtor's court, etc. The same commit- 
tee reported against a bill to regulate 
sales under the power of sale in mort- 
gages. A bill to authorize trust com- 
panies to act as executors and in other 
Judiciary capacities was favorably re- 
ported. 


Ought not to pass was reported in the 


house on the bill to give the voters of 
Lynn the right to vote on whether they 
shall remain in the metropolitan park 
district, and on a bill to compel steam 
railroads to equip their cars with plat- 
form gates. 


Keference to the next general court 


was reported on the resolve for an 
amendment to the constitution, provid- 
ing for the election, instead of the ap- 
pointment, of judges of the courts and 
for the terms of six years only. A re- 
solve was reported for the amendment 
of the constitution to provide for au- 
thorizing the legislature to enact a law 
that less than the whole number of a 
jury may return a verdict in civil cases 
in jury trials. 


A bill was reported authorizing the 


Essex institute to hold $100,1100 real estate 
and $200,000 in personal estate. Leave to 
withdraw was reported on a bill to make 
it a misdemeanor to defraud a. hotel pro- 
prietor, and on s. bill to impose such con- 
ditions on licenses granted to innhold- 
ers and common victuallers as the mayor 
and aldermen or license commissioners 
may deem just. 


Bills were reported to establish city 


and town seals, on the report of the 
record commissioner, placing in the 
hands of the district police the making' 
of returns respecting steam boilers, and 
fixing the salary of the clerk of the third 
Middlesex diftrict court at $1600. 


The resolutions protesting against the 


admission of Brigham H. Roberts of 
Utah to a seat in congress were rejected 
in committee. The resolutions for a na- 
tional constitutional amendment for uni- 
form hours of labor were adopted. 


The senate, by a vote of 20 to IS, prac- 


tically rejected the bill to provifle for the 
formation and disbursement of a pub- 
lic school teachers' retirement fund In 
Boston.

MATTERS 
DISCUSSED 


At Regular Meeting Last Night. State 


Road and Nine Hour Day. 


The Unions and Repre-

Harvie. 


The Central Labor union held a well 


attended meeting last evening, and 
discussed a number -of matters, but 
there was little business of importance 
transacted. The chief thing was the 
following' out of the suggestion mad? 
at tho last meeting in regard to ad- 
di-pfsos before the union on leading 
subjects of the day. A committee was 
appointed to see Rev. W. L. Tenney 
and with him fix a date for an ad- 
dress by Mr. Tenney. It is expected 
that he will speak on the question of 
associated charities and some of the 
social and labor problems of the day. 
All. whether members of unions or not, 
will be invited to attend. 


A committee reported that it had in- 


terviewc-d Mayor Cady in regard to the 
state road, should more be granted this 
section by the state highway commis- 
sion. If such road should be granted 
and the work should be done by the 
city, the committees wished to re- 
mind the mayor that the nine-hour 
law would be expected to be put in the 
contracts. It is not probable, however, 
even if the road is granted, that the 
work will be done by the city. 


The subject of the hearing on the 


matter of the union label on all city 
printing; to be held tonight, was dis- 
cussed and aroused much interest. It 
is expected that a good sized delega- 
tion of labor men will be present at the 
hearing. 


It is the general sentiment of the 


union that it should be stated in print 
that any newspaper suggestions that 
there was opposition to Representative 
Harvie on the part of the unions was 
entirely unfounded. The Central Labor 
union has a 
legislative committee, 


whose business it is to keep track of 
the records of the local representa- 
tives, but no action is taken till the 
records are complete. The union is sat- 
isfied so far with the record made by 
Mr. Harvie, as stated by the press 
oommittee, which alone is authorized 
to speak for tha union as a whole. 


It was voted in put a transparency 


outside the rooms of the union, show- 
ing what meeting was held each even- 
ing, 
similar to the one now in use in 


front of Odd Fellow's hall.

ation was about as last week, the bar- 
bers, weavers and cigarmakers re- 
porting business as dull, 
while, the 


other unions were somewhat more en- 
couraging.
